It can't-'be 
done. Tbe hope of the steeJ men lies 
in orders from, the railroads. They 
SVT that as scon as the railroads come 
into the market the automobile in- 
dustry and the agricultural implement 
people, consumers of cold drawn pro- 
duct, will follow. Just now, they con- 
tome, everybody is waiting, looking 
lor lower prices. In the meantime the 
great industrial communities of the 
United States are watching the em-

ural and logical conseqn?nce of the 
failure ;to make any eystematic or co- 
oTifinated plan lor the readjustment 
of industry to a peace time basis." The

_ - Bolshevism 
In Russia arose from 


discontent'and when it ilies will die 
of discontent. If'tie Russian govern- 
ment- and Russian industry had been 
successful 'there^ would have been no 
Eolsehvism; In the 
United 
States, 


therefore, the antidote 
for Bolshe- 


vism is good government and good'in- 
.dustrial conditions.. .. 


The cure of Bolshevism where it ex- 


ists is time, producing the discontent 


i which causes men to seek change, and 
at the same time bringing about en- 
lightenment, producing education. 


Tha idea in the old saying that half 


ttie world does not know how the other 
half lives is susceptible to ranch wider 
application. Half the world does not 
know what the other half thinks, and 
education is necessary. A popular er- 
ror is that it-is'only those who are 
rrone to. Bolshevism that need to be 
educated. Those on the other side, 
the so-called enlightened class, need 
also to be educated. They do not get 
the view-point of those who embrace 
I be Bolshevist doctrine. As a matter 
of fact, the theory is rather good and 
clear up to a certain point. As nature 
nade this world everybody haet to go 
forth and fight for his food and cfoth- 
ing. 
Man has established a system 


whereby such direct action Is im- 
possible. 
The workman can secure 


food only "by getting a job. If no job 
is offered, why not take charge of the 
factory and operate it? It is of no 
immediate value to the owner when 
it is idle.' 


The insurmountable obstacle to the 


success of Bolshevism is that the ma- 
jority of men will not work voluntar- 
ily. 
The observation does' not apply 


to tbe laborer only. One can 
see 


traces of it much farther up. 
The 


vice president or treasurer ol a steel 
company who is a larger owner works 
harder and more Intelligently than 
the one who has merely a salary and 
qualifying shares to act as director. 


The Bolshevists are held to be very 


crude and ignorant in that they do 
not realize that capital is necessary for 
successful manufacturing, that there 
must be funds for extensions, even for 
repairs. It is astonishing how ignor- 
ant they are. 


It is simply awful. Indeed, how ig- 


norant halt the world Is. The other 
half, of course, is perfectly enlight- 
ened. It never makes any such blun- 
ders. Here in the United States, for 
instance, a manufacturer bas never 
failed because he did not provide him- 
self with enough capital. 
Dun and 


Bradstreet have never reported 'busi- 
ness failures due to inadequate capi- 
tal. 


In the enlightened United States 


there have never been manufacturers 
who did not provide for maintaining 
the plants. It is only the Ignorant 
Bolshevists .in Russia who do that. 
Here in the United States cost ac- 
counts have invariably been kept cor- 
rectly. 
Every manufacturer has -al- 


ways made proper and sufficient de- 
preciation allowances. It is thought 
that when Mr. Hurley was a member 
of the Federal Trade Commission he 
used to mafce speeches saying that the 
chief thing wrong with American busi- 
ness men was that they did not keep 
their costs correctly, that they did no 
allow enough for depreciation, or did 
not keep accounts at all, hence th9 
production costs were higher tl 
they thought they were. This recol- 
lection is all wrong, of course. 
Mr 


Hurley, or anybody else, never hat 
occasion to hint anything of the sort. 


The other half needs first to got 


tbe Bolshevist viewpoint and next to 
recognize that the. mistakes the Bol- 
shevists make, that capital is neces- 
sary, that factories must be kept up 
as w-ell as operated, and that men 
neeti an incentive to work, are nol 
mistakes that only the other half 
make, that they are mistakes more or 
less common to all men. 


The antidote for Bolshevism in the 


United States is employment and good 
government, 
preventing discontent, 


The cure for Bolshevism where it has 
taken, hold is its failure, producing 
discontent, just as discontent brought 
it about in the first place. Both the 
Bolshevists and the anti-Bolshevists 
need to learn that there is something 
in the other side's viewpoint. 
The 


Bolshevist needs to learn that with 
the capitalist it is not simply amass- 
ing money, as he thinks, but of play- 
ing the game, of matting things go.

The Panama Canaf, 


It has been said that water nt the 


Pacific end ot the Panama cnnal is 
permanently higher than it Is in the 
Caribbean sen ftt the northern end of 
the canal. The statement of the caaal 
commission is to the effect that there 
is no difference between mean sen- 
level in thp Caribbean sea at Colon 
and mean sea-level in Pnunma bay on 
the Pacific sidf of the isthmus, but at 
Colon the tide rKcs only about nine 
Inches above mean s^a-levd aiid fails 
nlno inches below mean sea-level; 
while at Panama the water at high tlfls 
rises to ten feet above sca-le\el and 
falls at low tide to ten feet belo^v 
mean sen-level. The water at Panama 
at high tide Is slightly more thun nine 
feet above elevation of the water at 
Colon, while at low tide the situation 
is reversed and the water at Pane ma 
Is slightly more than nine feet below 
the level of the water at Colon. One 
of the reasons for building a locked 
canal 85 feet above sea-level Is that 
there are sometimes relentless floods 
created by the Clmgrca river, which 
has been known to ri^c 25}£ feet in 24 
hours.

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DIVERGENT VIEWS OF JUDGES 


OF WESTMORELAND WHICH WILL 


MAKE COUNTY BONE DRY MAY! 


.Below are found in part the opinions 


wsndered at Greensburg Saturday by 
Judges A. D. ifcConnell anrt D. J. 
Sny-der-which resulted-in every ap- 
plication for liquor license in- West- 
moreland county- being refused; 


JUDGE M'CON.NELL'S ATTITUDE. 
In part Judge McConaell reviewed 


the situation as follows: 


.".The position taken by one member 


of this court, as I understand1 it, is that 
owing to certain acts of Congrass, ow- 
ing .to. the constitution^ of the United 
States, owing to the results of the last 
election' lor members of the legisla- 
ture, owing to tie result o" tho guber- 
natorial election where the .governor 
bad announced beforehand that he fav- 
ored -the adoption of the amendment 
to tie - constitution of the United 
States, owing to the adoption by the 
legislature, or rather the ratification 
of that amendment to the constitution 
of the United States, owing to these 
things, it is snpposed that our license 
law, which has been on the statute 
books for almost a generation, is nul- 
lified or overshadowed, or modified, 


they might expect the efficacy of the 
law passed by them to operate on ex- 
isting Jiqnor legislation in tho differ- 
ent states. The amendment to the con- 
stitution gives plenty of warning about 
this matter. It gives ample time for 
the man who engages in the business 
to adjust himself to the changed con- 
ditions of things, the change tbat was 
contemplated, and which will come in- 
to being in the proper way in the fu- 
ture. It was not the object of those 
making ibis amendment to the consti- 
tution to make tbat amendment un- 
necessarily, drastic. 
All- I want to 


know is the law. 


"That, so far as my personal action 


is concerned, will be followed no mat-\ 
tenvhat the consequences may be, and 
if I do not follow that I consider my- 
self unworthy of the place I occupy. 
These things I say because of the un- 
usual result that has taken place in a 
session of this license court. I want it 
to be perfectly understood on what 
basis the applications are denied. I 
want it to be known why our law 
stands on the statute book unmodified 


so,that it is not proper now to grant bj any other legislation; that it is in 
any licenses under that law. 
• 
i it-1, spirit that they may be allowed to 


"If that be the law we are entirely 


content. The business of granting or 
refuging -licenses is not a pleasant one 
to. any self-respecting court.^ It is a 
function; that -invites more criticism 
than .all other things combine-d. I am 
entirely willing, to -follow • the law 
wherever it leads. 


"All we wish to emphasize is the fact 


that the act of Congress,'approved No- 
vember 21. 1918, was.to.become oper- 
ative at a future date, to wit: the 30th 
of June, 1919, and that it was not to 
be operative necessarily as a perman- 
ent'law but was.subject to a procla- 
mation by the President. In addition 
to that, an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States has been 
adopted by the requisite number of 
states. Before we leave that subject, 
about the power of the Congress of 
the United States to repeal the ma- 
jestic laws of the state bearing upon 
the liquor traffic, there is no author- 
Jtjp-.or-wae no authority recited there, 
dealing directry. on that subject, ex- 
cept'., for" certain national purposes. 
"Wo'are.not-to look, on,this act of Con- 
gress as, dealing with: anything else 
than, a national question. There is no 
attempt directly to operate on the 
liquor'laws of any state. 


'-"The only conference the two mem- 


bers of this court have bad did not 


be efficacious as heretofore. All these 
are my personal views. They are not 
the view -of both members of this 
court." 


JUDGE SNYDER'S VIEWS 


•Judge Snyder's opinion in part was: 
"We have before us 1&8 applications 


for license to sell intoxicating liquors. 
It is ithe duty of the court to dispose 
or these applications according-to the 
law and the facts. The Act oJ Assem- 
bly under which they are presented 
provides, inter alia, as follows: 


Such licenses may be granted 


' only by the Cour.t of Quarter Ses- 


sions 
f>f the proper county and 


shall bo for one year from a date 
fixed" by a rule or standing order 
of said court. 


The firing of the date is manda- 


tory upon the court, and the rule 
adopted in purusancc of this 
statute is as binding on the court 
as the statute itself. 


• "la accordance with the directions 
of that statute, the Court of Quarter 
Sessions' of 
Westmoreland county 


many years ago adopted the .following 
rule: 'Applications will be heard on 
the fourth Monday of March in each 
year and any license granted shall be ;

this amendment, and many ot them by 
almost a unanimous vote. In the last 
gubernatorial election in Pennsylvania 
the ratification of this amendment was 
the paramount issue, and the candi- 
date in Javor of ratification was elect- 
ed by an overwhelming majority.

"It has been earnestly argued that 


many ot the applicants have invested 
large sums of money in liquor and 
that it would be but fair to permit | 
them to routine selling until the sup-! 
ply is exhausted, or until they are j 
forced to ceafie selling by some specific 
prohibitory law. Su«h arguments are 
wide of the point in. issue. They do 
not aid 'us in determining whether any 
particular 
license is necessary or 


whether the grantin;r .of-such license 
would be primarily for the public good, 
or whether the applicant .is a fit per- 
son, to whom a license should be 
granted. These are the only questions 
before us. 


"In view of the amendment to the 


federal constiution a licensee could 
not hope for a renewal of his license 
after next year, 'and would, therefore, 
feel under no obligation to observe the 
rules of court. The court would thus 
be placed in the pitiable position of 
being compelled to sit impotently by 
and see them flagrantly and arrogant- 
ly violate every rule of court with im- 
punity. This would place the county 
in a deplorable condition. The saloons 
could and probably would keep open 
and nourish all night, and each dis- 
trict would be flooded with intoxicat- 
ing liquors. As a consequence we 
•would experience a reign of drunken- 
ness, debauchery and crime-unprece- 
dented in the history of Westmoreland 
county."
